On Thursday, March 31, 1995, the 
children, parents, and teachers of the 
Romulus Head Start and Michigan De- 
partment of Education preschool pro- 
grams put together a wonderful "trip 
around the world." 

Each classroom represented a dif- 
ferent state, country, or continent. The 
children had a big role in decorating the 
individual rooms, which were delight- 
fully trimmed. They also took part in 
preparing the traditional foods (such as 
lrish stew; Australian sultana loaf; Is- 
raeli potato latkes; African fruit salad; 
Chinese dessert wontons; and a won- 
derful fruit punch from Hawaii, just to 
name a few) that were offered to tempt 
our taste buds. For our visual pleasure, 
there were paintings and flags in

the interesting facts presented during 
the "trip around the world." 

e The Eiffel Tower, in Paris, was built 
forthe World's Fair of 1889. It stands 
984 feet tall. At the time it was built, 
it was the tallest man-made struc- 
ture on Earth. 

¢ Thefirst bicycle was built by a French- 
man, Comte de Sirvac, in 1791. 

e Mexico's domain once included all 
of Texas, California, Nevada, Utah, 





Arizona, New Mexico, and parts of 
Colorado. 

At the time of the Spanish conquest, 
Mexico was home to over 700 tribal 
groups speaking over 100 different 
languages. 

Africa is called "the cradle of civiliza- 
tion" because early humans had their 
beginnings there. 

Ancient Africa had great kingdoms, 
rich cultures, and wonderful univer- 
sities long before France, England, 
Germany, or the United States. 
The Blarney Stone in Ireland is said 
to give great powers of persuasion 
to anyone who kisses it. It's located 
near Blarney Castle at County Cork. 
Before 1949, the Irish Republic was 
known by the name of "Eire." 

On May. 1 in Hawaii, children and 
adults wear colorful leis (garlands of 
flowers) draped overtheir shoulders. 
Leis express the "aloha spirit" of 
Hawaii, which is a spirit of friendship 
and love. 

Many people in Israel live on a Kib- 
butz, which is a settlement where 
members ownor lease landtogether 
and work the land. The people re- 
ceive services, housing, food, and 
medical care instead of wages. 
Hanukkah is the Jewish festival of 
light, heldin remembrance of a battle 
won by the Hebrews in 165 B.C. 
against the Syrians who had taken 
control of Jerusalem.

State's Underground Storage Tank 
Fund Is Broke 

Michigan's fund to help clean up 
toxic spills from underground storage 
tanks (USTs) has been depleted, ac- 
cording to State officials. This is the 
second time in three years that the fund 
has gone broke, and its managers and 
State lawmakers say that the program 
should be remodeled before getting 
more money. 

The Michigan Underground Stor- 
age Tank Financial Assurance fund 
(MUSTFA) was created in 1988 as a 
mechanism for State UST owners to 
meet Federal financial assurance re- 
quirements. This program helped stor- 
age-tank owners clean their property 
and also to clean sites where the owner 
could not be located. It requires tank 
owners to pay 10% of the cost, up to 
$15,000. 

But the program, funded by aseven- 
eighths-of-a-cent tax on gas products, 
has been strapped for cash since its 
Start. The DNR has decided that the 
fund is insolvent and has resolved to 
close the fund in 90 days. 

Democrats Introduce "Three Strikes, 
You're Out" 

House Democratic lawmakers have 
announced the introduction of "Three 
Strikes, You're Out" legislation. The 
package of three bills (HB 4702-04) 
would impose a mandatory life sen- 
tence on acriminal who is found guilty of 
an assaultive crime three times. Addi- 
tionally, the package would amend 
Michigan's "lifer-law" to render most life 
sentences "nonparolable” and to incor- 
porate repeated "major controlled sub- 
stance" offenses into the "three strikes” 
law. 

With crime ranking at the top of 
issues that are of concern to Michigan 
residents, Democrats hope that the mea- 
sures will move quickly through the 
House. 

House Changes Weapon Expulsion 
Law 

The House has voted to change 
Michigan's new law which automati- 
cally expels students who bring weap- 
ons to school. Representatives voted 
90-14 (HB 4542) to allow local school 
Officials to decide penalties on a case- 
by-case basis, softening the law's man- 
date that students be expelled for either 
half of a school year or an entire school 
year. 

The new version also would permit 
schools to reinstate youngsters expelled 
under the weapons law since it took 
effect on January 1.

State Ordered To Upgrade Conditions 
In Women's Prisons 

The U.S. Justice Department re- 
ports that women convicts in Michigan 
prisons are raped, deprived of good 
medical care, and housed in unclean 
conditions. The Justice Department's 
Civil Rights Division leveled the charges 
in a searing 12-page letter and threat- 
ened to sue the State unless the Michi- 
gan Department of Corrections corrects 
the problems. The State denies these 
allegations. 

The letter follows a 10-month in- 
vestigation stemming from complaints 
from women prisoners and prison ad- 
vocates at the Scott Correctional Facil- 
ity in Plymouth and the Florence Crane 
Correctional Facility in Coldwater.
